of bank failures in Australia, the im- 
pression has 
become prevalent that 


banks generally are unsafe iiistttulione, 
and that some impending crisis makes 
the private pocket or the stocking under 
the pillow the only safe place for money. 


This impression is most noticeable 


a nong those who know least about bank- 
ing, and who of all others arc least 
likely to suffer by n hank failure. Under 
the national banting laws and the laws 
of this state, depositors arc preferred 
creditors and are to be paid before 
stockholders can use a cent of the bank's 
assets. Under these provisions of law 
it would be almost impossible for de- 
positors to lose their money except in 
eases of gross mismanagement or fraud. 


It is believed that there is not a bank 


in Fresno, and few of them in the state, 
that has not two dollars of assets for 
even' dollar due depositors. 


But these assets are not always imme- 


diately available, especially in times of 
general panic. Heal estate and personal 
securities cannot be turned into money 
at once, and in times like, the present- 
though the money vaults of Sun Fran- 
cisco were never half so full of idle 
coin — the very best of stocks and bonds 
are not security for a dollar. Of the re- 
cent hank euspeiisions in the slate not 
one of them has been insolvent, and not 
one of them would have occurred but 
fui thu sensfieth scare of uepusil-jr*-. 


If people would hut stop to consider 


how wide spread are the baleful influ- 
ences of these scares, they would bring 
iu their coin to institution? that have 
"been worthy of their con fid once, and 
help maintain the equilibrium of ordi- 
nary business and trade. To join in a 
run on a bank without good reason— 
and there is rarely good reason — is al- 
most criminal. To force a well managed 
and solvent bank to fiiispend is to dh- 
turh the general business of the whole 
community. It creates a suspicion as 
to the safety of banks generally, cnuEos 
them to call in their loans, to hoard 
money for emergencies, to withhold 
money from legitimate enterprises, and 
worst of all, makes it almost impossible 
for farmers and producers to handle 
thnir product*. Not only this, hul it 
tends to depreciate property values and 
retard the natural development and 
growth of the community. 


It is admitted by every financier and 


careful observer of events, that there ie 
nothing whatever to warrant a dish-net 
of or run upon California banks at this 
lime.

A. J, Hudson, a tull bashful young
